Wanted— An Air Mail Ponte 


DULUTH, like Brainerd, wants an air mail route. 
With such 
conditions ruling, the two cities should work together. 
Wisconsin, as reported editorially by the Duluth Herald, is 
working to get an air mail route established between Chicago and 
the Head of the Lakes, and it has asked Didnt Ii to help. 
Duluth ought to be more than glad to take part in ‘that effort, 
and no doubt the Chamber of Commerce, which has been appealed 
to, will take hold of it earnestly. 
Duluth is just getting an airport ready, and by the time the 
route is established, it the present effort is successful, there will 
lie ample landing field facilities here for this and o th e r traffic. 
The expedition of air mail is just as vital to the business in­ 
terests of Duluth as it is to those of any city. 
If there is no Chi- 
cago-Duluth air route, air mail from Chicago and the East will 
have to come by the way of the i’win ( ties, entailing Some un­ 
necessary delay.

Counting Millions in U. S. 
Gigantic Task. 


Washington.—When the vast army 
1 
of 100,000 census takers swoop down 
on America next year there will he in 
Washington another small army of 
clerks transcribing the incoming rec­ 
ords and preparing reports for Hie 
President and congress. 
Tile census bureau already is mak­ 
ing preparations for taking the fif­ 
teenth decennial census. Tentative re­ 
port forms are being drafted, extra 
office space is being made available 
for the 6,000 temporary clerks who 
will be employed, and machines are 
being adjusted for Hie coming task. 
The average mind cannot conceive 
of the stupendity of recording a brief 
history, for that is in reality what 
a census is, of more Hum 12<MMXUhki 
people. 
The actual enumeration will 
require only 30 days in rural districts 
and half that time In cities. 


100,000 Enum erators. 
If it v ere not for the machines 
used In tabulating the census, the 
work probably would not be finished 
before ti ne for the next one to he 
taken. The men and women who ac­ 
tually canvass the country have a 
simple job compared with the clerical 
phase of it. 
The 100,000 enumerators work un 
der 550 supervisors. 
The country Is 
divided into sections and subdivided 
into civil districts. 
These population 
counters record the statistics on dou­ 
ble-faced sheets with a capacify of 
200 names. 
When the sheets reach Hie census 
bureau they are transcribed on curds 
which have been ruled into 24 parts. 
Figures and combinations af figures 
are used instead of words and Hie 
transcription is effected by means ot 
a punching machine. Each of the 24 
sections of the card is perforated in 
such a manner as to denote certain 
facts in regard to the Individual whom 
the card represents. 
The curds are then placed In a 
machine which automatically classi­ 
fies them according to sex and if de­ 
sired further classification may he 
made as to color, age, etc. 
They next are taken to the ma 
chine, upon which tile census officials 
pride themselves most—Hie recording 
machine. 
It was invented by a bu 
reau 
official 
especially 
for 
census 
work, and as one of the chiefs said. 
“There Is nothing like It on e a r t h ’ 
It will print 60 different items simul­ 
taneously at tile rate of 400 a min­ 
ute. 


Machines W ork Fast. 


During Hie coming census 48 of 
these machines are expected to dis 
pose of over 3.000.000 Curtis a day 
correctly.

Small Silage Cutters Reduce 
Big Expense of Labor. 


(B y B E R T S. GITTINS, in the Dakota 
Farmer. > 
Men who cannot afford high-priced 
feeds and who had to <*.it expenses 
on every corner have been tie? most 
loyal and enthusiastic friends of the 
silo. 
Wtien 
they 
found silo filling 
costs higher than necessary and the 
work of filling harder than they liked, 
these dairymen and feeders turned 
their attention to cutting costs and 
lightening labor. 
Rather than allow 
their silos to stand wastefully idle 
arid to operate without a feed which 
gave them 30 to 35 lier cent gloater 
returns for their corn crop, they man­ 
aged instead to eliminate a great deal 
of 
unpleasant 
silo filling 
backache 
and

cornbelt 
roughage still cheaper.

While the proteins can also make 
fat and give heat, it is most impor­ 
tant to remember that no oilier sub­ 
stance can replace them in the mak­ 
ing of muscle, milk casein and al­ 
bumen, etc., hence rations for all ani­ 
mals mast contain enough proteins 
to supply the needs of the animal for 
repairs of tissues, growth, and the 
production of milk.
